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Five admit 
affray 
after fight 
in pub 

FIVE men have admitted a 
charge of affray in relation 
to a brawl at a Llanymynech 
pub. 

Matthew Burns, 22, of 
Bron y Buckley, Welshpool; 
Sam Williams, 20, of Gun- 
grog Hill, Welshpool; Liam 
Nicholl, 21, of Brookfield 
Road, Welshpool; Joshua 
Parry, 21, of Gungrog Hill, 
Welshpool and Callum 
Mann, 18, of Borfa Green, 
Welshpool, were due to 
go on trial at Mold Crown 
Court this week. 

But following discussions 
between the prosecution 
and defence, all five admit¬ 
ted an affray charge dating 
back to November 16, 2012. 

Burns, Nicholl and Parry 
had originally been charged 
with assault but they were 
dropped by the prosecution. 

Prosecutor Simon Rogers 
said that a man had suf¬ 
fered a serious head injury 
after being struck with a 
golf club. 

But it was accepted that 
was not done by any of the 
defendants but by a pas¬ 
ser-by who intervened in 
what was going on. The 
prosecution had decided 
that a guilty plea to the af¬ 
fray would suffice. 

Judge Philip Hughes ad¬ 
journed sentence until July 
but warned that all sentenc¬ 
ing options would remain 
open. 

Williams and Parry were 
remanded in custody while 
the others were bailed.

I never wore the robes as 
deputy mayor because they had 
real fur on them and so did the 
mayoral robes. 

“But the mayoral old robes were 
really past time to be pensioned off 
and so when they made these new 
ones they made them with fake 
fur. 

“I think the new robes are great, 
apart from being very heavy. They 
look very good.” 

Councillor Douglass emphasised 


his feelings on animal welfare 
when he announced his chosen 
charities for the year, including 
the World Wildlife Fund alongside 
Hope House and the Wales Air 
Ambulance. 

In his welcome speech he 
thanked the council for its sup¬ 
port and outlined his plans for the 
coming year. 

He said: “During the year I 
would like to put pressure on re¬ 
opening Welshpool canal. I feel 
this is a tremendous asset which 


is going to waste. It has tremen¬ 
dous potential economically for 
Welshpool. 

“I would like to see the High 
Street enhanced with trees.

FOR MOTORISTS 


MOTORISTS face huge delays at 
Oswestry when a £4 million scheme 
to improve one of the county’s busi¬ 
est roundabouts begins next month. 


Counting down to the big show day 


Work to reduce congestion at the Mile End 
Roundabout is due to start on July 1 and could 
last for nine months. 


The improvements will also 
land zoned for the town’s 
urban extension which 
could see 1,000 new homes 
built and employment land 
created. 

But, while roadworks are 
in place drivers face 24 hour 
speed restrictions on the A5 
and A483 and some over¬ 
night closures of part of the 
Oswestry bypass. 

The work will coincide 
with the busy holiday pe¬ 
riod when thousands use the 
roundabout on their way to 
Wales. 

Motorists will also be held 
up by work on two rounda¬ 
bouts on the A5 Shrewsbury 
bypss. The work on the 
Preston Boats and Emstrey 
islands starts on Monday 
and is due to be completed 
by December. 

Mike Lloyd, a Highways 
Agency officer, said: “We 
aim to tackle congestion at 
this junction as part of the 
national pinch point pro¬ 
gramme which forms part 
of the government’s growth 
initiative.” 

“The A5 at A483 Mile End 
junction is subject to conges¬ 
tion, especially during peak 
time travel periods. We will 
increase the size of the exist¬ 
ing roundabout and realign 
the junction.” 

Mr Lloyd said that there

“As part of the pinch point 
programme this scheme 
aims to provide improved 
access to planned housing 
and employment sites near 
the junction which will help 
provide about 1,800 jobs and

“It will help reduce daily 
congestion, reduce journey 
times for the travelling pub¬ 
lic, boost the economy and 
improve safety.”

Campaigners fear the 
drilling plans for Dudleston 
near Ellesmere could lead 
to controversial fracking, 
or hydraulic fracturing, for 
shale gas in future years, a 
claim the company has de¬ 
nied. 

Members of Frack-Free 
North Shropshire are busy 
preparing for tomorrow’s 
parade. 

Group member Jonjo 
Evans, of Middleton near 
Oswestry, said people of all 
ages were getting involved 
in the demonstration. 

He said: “The demon¬ 
stration in Oswestry will let 
more people become aware 
of what is going on.”

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Inquest told of turmoil 
ahead of bridge suicide

A WOMAN who took her own life by jump¬ 
ing off a bridge had written about her tur¬ 
moil over the three months leading up to her 
death, an inquest heard. 

Former librarian Sarah Jones 48, of Glentworth 
Avenue, Oswestry, died on December 30 after falling 
30-40 feet from a bridge over the River Dee on the 

A483 bypass. 

At an inquest in Ruthin, 
John Gittins, the coroner 
for North Wales East and 
Central, urged her family 
to share Miss Jones’ writing 
with mental health workers. 

He said she had been “an 
intelligent, eloquent and 
able woman”. 

“She had a recognition 
of her illness and showed 
a lucidity which I have not 
seen before and sharing her 
thoughts with others who 
work in those fields could 
help them to deal with oth¬ 
ers,” he said. 

Miss Jones, had suffered 
from mental problems for 
many years and was diag¬ 
nosed with schizophrenia. 

Her sister, Delyth Cath- 
ery told the inquest that on 
December 30, she and her 
partner took Miss Jones for 
a ride to Ellesmere. 

They stopped on the A483 
near the Chirk by-pass when 
Miss Jones said she felt sick. 

She walked away from the 
car and into the path of on¬ 
coming traffic. 

She then climbed on to 
the railings and fell 30-40 
feet into undergrowth 
alongside the River Dee. 

Police officers tried to re¬ 
suscitate her but paramed¬ 
ics certified her dead at the 
scene. 

A post-mortem examina¬ 
tion found she suffered mul¬ 
tiple major injuries. 

Recording a conclusion 
of suicide, the coroner said 
it was clear that Miss Jones 
had intended to kill herself. 


Six men in 
court over 
attack at 
town pub 

SIX men have appeared in 
court in connection with a 
brawl in a Welshpool pub. 

The men are accused of 
attacking another man in 
The Angel public house in 
Berriew Street, Welshpool, 
on December 15. 

David Power, 19, Jason 
Power, 20, John Power, 
18, Patrick Stokes, 25 and 
John Gallagher, 21, all of 
Leighton Arches, Welshpool, 
and Serafino Vinchenzo Pin- 
chero, 19, of Long Moun¬ 
tain, Welshpool, are all 
charged with affray. 

Jason Power, Patrick 
Stokes, John Gallagher and 
Pinchero are also charged 
with racially aggravated as¬ 
sault on Vadamis Voronins. 

David Power and Patrick 
Stokes are also charged 
with possessing an offensive 
weapon later in the same 
day outside The Pinewood 
Public House in Broad 
Street, Welshpool. Power is 
charged with possessing a 
hammer and Stokes a spade. 

None of them entered a 
plea and the case was ad¬ 
journed to Mold Crown 
Court on June 13.

Ambulance 
response 
times are 
under fire 

AMBULANCES in Mid 
Wales have again missed 
their target of reaching 65 
per cent of life threatening 
incidents in eight minutes. 

Figures for April show 
that 57.8 per cent of emer¬ 
gency ambulances in Powys 
reached the scene within the 
target time in April, up from 
54.7 per cent. 

The Welsh Ambulance 
Service was called to 514 
category A emergencies 
in Powys in April, 289 at¬ 
tended in the eight minutes. 

In March the figure was 
293 out of 552 (54.7 per 
cent), in February the fig¬ 
ure was 278 out of 512 (55.9 
per cent). 

A spokesman for the As¬ 
sembly, said: “We are disap¬ 
pointed to note the national 
response time target was not 
met. New arrangements for 
the commissioning of emer¬ 
gency ambulance services 
came into force on April 1, 
and we expect health boards 
to drive forward improved 
performance over the com¬ 
ing months.” 

Russell George, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire AM, said the 
response was not good 
enough. 

William Powell, AM, said: 
“When the figures were at 
a record low in February, 
the Labour health minister 
blamed the weather. Now 
they are less than four per 
cent higher what excuse can 
he use this time?”

Mega dairy plans go to 
High Court for review

PLANS for 1,000-cow mega dairy near Welshpool will be subject of a 
High Court judicial review today (Thursday). 

Fraser Jones, of Lower Leighton Farm, near Welshpool, was given the go- 
ahead to build the dairy following a public inquiry earlier this year. 

But the World Society for the Protection of Animalswas granted the judicial review 
against the decision so now judges will review the Welsh government’s decision. The hear¬ 
ing was due to start in London today, but it is not yet known how many days it will last. 
Mr Jones said: “I am heading down to London for the hearing but the silence from 

the court has been deafening. I don’t really 
know the process or how long it will take. 

“To be honest I think it is scandalous 
that the WSPA is trying to destroy me be¬ 
cause this hearing has again put my plans 
on hold.” 

When Mr Jones was granted permission 
for the farm by Welsh Assembly planning 
minister Carl Sargeant, he said he would 
triple the size of the herd. 

Mr Sargeantsaid the economic benefits 
for the development were “hard to ignore”. 

The project which includes creating three 
large buildings, a fodder storage unit, two 
slurry stores and a water storage tower, 
was initially refused by Powys County 
Council. 

But the Welsh Assembly called in the ap¬ 
plication in January 2013. 

Giving his reason for approval, Mr 
Sargeant said: “The economic benefits of 
the proposed development outweigh the so¬ 
cial and environmental objections.” 

The appeal by the WSPA has been backed 
by Torchwood actor Gareth David-Lloyd, 
who said: “I’ve signed the WSPA petition 
because I want to defend the Welsh coun¬ 
tryside and cows from the damage these 
factory dairy farms can do.” 

A campaign group was set up against the 
plans in the village of Leighton called the 
Campaign Against Leighton Farm Expan¬ 
sion (CALFE). 

The group said the mega-dairy would be 
too close tot he local primary school and 
would have a detrimental effect on the 
landscape, environment and the local com¬ 
munity. 

A spokesman for the group added: 
“CALFE is not an anti-farming lobby, we 
fully support Welsh dairy farmers in their 
desire to competitively produce milk. 

“However, this is not a normal dairy 
farm. It is a mega-dairy, nine times bigger 
than the UK average. The farmer has our 
full support to modernise his existing facil¬ 
ities but the scale proposed is totally inap¬ 
propriate.”

Appeal is 
launched 
over plan 
for flats 

AN appeal has been lodged 
to try to turn around a deci¬ 
sion to refuse planning per¬ 
mission for a block of apart¬ 
ments in Oswestry. 

Shropshire Council’s 
North planning committee 
refused the application to 
build the three-storey hous¬ 
ing in Middleton Road. 

But now applicants 
Severnside Housing have 
lodged an appeal with the 
secretary of state to try to 
get the decision overturned. 

The building would pro¬ 
vide 12 two-bedroom apart¬ 
ments at the junction of 
Middleton Road and Beech 
Grove. 

Overdale, the house cur¬ 
rently on the plot of land, 
is semi derelict having been 
seriously damaged by fire 
and would be demolished 
to make way for the devel¬ 
opment. 

While many local resi¬ 
dents agreed that the site 
needed to be developed, 
many complained about the 
scale of the proposed build¬ 
ing and expressed concerns 
about access to the site. 

Planning officers had rec¬ 
ommended that the plans 
be approved, but the appli¬ 
cation was refused by unan¬ 
imous vote after councillors 
made a visit to the site in 
December. They ruled that 
the proposed development 
would be out of character 
with the surrounding area.

Clive Knowles has arranged 
tonight’s talks at his British 
Ironwork Centre base at 
Aston near Oswestry. 

Among the speakers will 
be Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies as well as rep¬ 
resentatives from campaign 
groups which have been bat¬ 
tling the power plans. 

Most of the power line 
will be carried overhead on 
pylons, sparking fears about 
the impact it will have on 
tourism and the country¬ 
side. 

Mr Knowles said he was 
keen to support the efforts 
of local protest groups as the 
future of Shropshire’s only 
Sculpture Park, also based 
at the British Ironwork Cen¬ 
tre, could be jeopardised by 
the pylon route. 


He said: “I’m actively in¬ 
volved in North Shropshire 
tourism and associated 
boards and are deeply con¬ 
cerned by the detrimental 
effects these plans would 
have on our local tourism 
economy. 

“The north of Shropshire 
has a particular need to en¬ 
sure that its visitor attrac¬ 
tions are not hampered in 
promoting tourism. 

“Were these worrying 
plans to go ahead, there 
may be a very real threat to 
North Shropshire tourism, 
the visual impact upon our 
beautiful countryside and 
indeed to property values.

Why has it taken so long for 
the Government to pass legisla¬ 
tion forcing a 5p charge on shop¬ 
pers for plastic bags in England? 
And why is the rule only applying 
to supermarkets? 

The charge, which is expect¬ 
ed to cut their use by at least 
three-quarters, was announced 
by the Queen in her speech to 
Parliament yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day) but will still not come into 
force until next year. 

A similar charge applying to 
single-use carrier bags has al¬ 
ready been introduced in Wales 
and Northern Ireland, and dra¬ 
matically reduced their use. 
Retailers in Scotland will start 
charging for bags in October 
2014. 

Every shop in Wales has been 
forced to charge for carrier bags 
for over a year and the reduction 
in numbers has been huge. It has 
become second nature for shop¬ 
pers to carry their own reusable 
bags. 

Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron had previously warned 
stores that unless they signifi¬ 
cantly cut the numbers of bags 
being handed out, they would 
be forced to start charging cus¬ 
tomers - but the numbers given 
away have risen 

More than eight billion dispos¬ 
able bags are used in England 
each year, that’s an amazing 130 
per person with campaigners 
saying the carriers, each used 
for just 20 minutes on average, 
take up to 1,000 years to de¬ 
grade. 

The Queen’s speech, setting 
out the coalition’s programme 
for its final 11 months in power 
before the general election, con¬ 
firmed plans to legislate for a 5p 
charge. 

The sting in the tail is that 
small and medium sized busi¬ 
nesses, with 500 employees or 
fewer, will be excluded with the 
Government claiming the move 
will protect independent retail¬ 
ers. 

But why is that necessary? 
Wales went all the way and we 
haven’t heard shopkeepers 
screaming and shouting their 
protests. None of them has tak¬ 
en to the streets to hurl shopping 
basket at Government buildings 
either. 

Take the bull by the horns Mr 
Cameron. Make plastic bags a 
thing of the past. 


On the subject of waste I 
was horrified to read this week 
that Powys County Council is 
proposing to close a recycling 
centre as part of its cost cutting 
exercise. 

Well pardon me but I think 
that’s one of the worst decisions 
any council could ever make. 
There I was thinking Powys 
County Council was committed 
to improving the environment.

Future is uncertain for 
our endangered owls 


Many birds, including the 
barn owl, are facing a very 
uncertain future in the 
county, Tom Morton warns 

PART of the joy of living in the 
more rural parts of Shropshire 
is hearing the sound of the 
wildlife outside in the still of the 
night. 

But one particular screech is ever 
more absent from the variety of noc¬ 
turnal calls to be heard. 

The barn owl has had a devastat¬ 
ing couple of years in Shropshire, 
with an already declining population 
hit hard by two severe winters - and 
the county is traditionally one of the 
better stocked with the bird. 

Stuart Edwards, communications of¬ 
ficer for Shropshire Wildlife Trust, said: 
“They’ve suffered really badly. Over the 
last two years the population in Shrop¬ 
shire has taken a massive hit. 

“The two bad winters were by far the 
biggest impact on them. 

“In those circumstances they’re unable 
to hunt, when it’s too cold and there’s a 
layer of snow their meals are few and far 
between. 

“The Shropshire Barn Owl Group 
reported that out of 120 nest sites only 
three were occupied.” 

He said that where those three nests 
were in the county was not revealed. 
“They keep the information quite low 
key, to keep them protected,” he said. 

Other factors that didn’t help the 
plight of the barn owls were loss of habi¬ 
tat, and the loss of habitat for their prey. 

Barn owls feed on small rodents such 
as voles and mice that live in fields and 
meadows, and they usually live near to 
such places. 

“They need open fields with fairly short

grass so that they can spot their prey,” 
Mr Edwards said. The best places to 
see barn owls in Shropshire are in the 
north of the county, he said, especially 
on the edges of the meres and mosses 
around Whixhall. 

He said Shropshire was a good place 
for barn owls, as was the wider area in¬ 
cluding Staffordshire and Cheshire. 

“You’ve just as a good a chance of see¬ 
ing one here as in any of the counties,” 
he said. 

But, he added, the decline was a na¬ 
tional trend. “They have been declining 
for 30 or 40 years because of changes 
in agriculture, but people converting 
barns has had an impact as well. 

“There used to be thousands of un¬ 
used barns across Shropshire, but they 
just aren’t there anymore. There are 
things that people are doing when car¬ 
rying out conversions of barns,” he said. 


Measures that could help barn owls 
nest included providing boxes installed 
in the side of the walls or allowing the 
owls entrance to space in the rafters, he 
said. “It’s a tough time at the moment, 
but everything has drops in population. 

“Three or four years ago they had a 
very good year, they seemed to be in¬ 
creasing. 

“The best protection we can offer is 
to monitor the numbers, and if it gets 
to level that is unsustainable then we 
would look at intervening. 

“We could be in a place to bolster the 
numbers in the future by re-releasing 
some into the wild, but there aren’t 
any plans to do that at the moment,” 
he added. 

In 1932 there were 287 breeding 
pairs of barn owl in Shropshire but by 
2002 the Shropshire Barn Owl Group 
estimated the population at 121 to 140 


pairs, a decline of nearly 50 per cent. 

The national population of barn owls 
has declined from 12,000 to 4,000 pairs. 

The barn owl is amber-listed as a spe¬ 
cies of medium conservation concern in 
the UK, but are found all over the world 
and not considered globally threatened. 

The bird is also on the UK Biodiver¬ 
sity Steering Group Conservation Con¬ 
cern List and is a target species in the 
Shropshire Biodiversity Action Plan. 

Unlike some other owls, barn owls 
screech rather than hoot. 

Signs that they are roosting in an 
old building include white droppings 
or splash marks running down beams 
and walls and black, shiny, thumb-sized 
pellets on the ground below where they 
rest. 

The regurgitated pellets contain the 
bones and fur remains of the barn owl’s 
last meal. 

Brown and white flight feathers might 
also be found scattered on the ground. 

The return of birds like the turtle 
dove and the cuckoo to the UK a sign 
that summer is on the way - a sign that 
is in danger of being lost, experts have 
said. 

Meanwhile a lack of food and nesting 
sites is dramatically lowering the num¬ 
ber of migratory species in the UK in¬ 
cluding the the turtle dove, cuckoo and 
nightingale. 

Data from the Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds show turtle dove 
numbers have declined by 95per cent 
in the last four decades and if the trend 
continues it will be extinct in the UK 
by the middle of the next decade. Stu¬ 
art Edwards said the turtle dove had 
nearly gone missing from Shropshire, 
restricted to just a couple of sites 

Other birds under threat in Shrop¬ 
shire include the curlew and the lapwing 
It used to be quite common to hear the 
the curlew singing overhead when you 
went for a walk.

AM I ENTITLED TO TAKE TIME OFF WORK FOR ACCOUNTANCY TRAINING? 

Q: I currently have a job in an accounts department but I want to try and get some proper qualifications in accountancy. I have found a 
course but it is not local and so will require me having some time off work to do it. My employer, however, won’t agree to that. 

Do I have any rights? 

A: All employees, with the exception of certain groups such as agency workers, have the right to request unpaid time off from work for 
training purposes, provided they have worked continuously for 26 weeks for the firm to whom they are making the request. 

You must make your request in writing, stating that: the application is being made under Section 63D of the Employment Rights Act 1996, 
the nature of the training, where and when it takes place, who is providing or supervising it and what if any qualification it leads to. You 
should also outline how you think the training will improve your effectiveness within the business and the performance of the business 
as a whole. There is no limit to the duration of the training and your request can cover more than one type of training, although only one 
application can be made in any 12 month period. 

Your employer must accept your written request or arrange a meeting to discuss the request within 21 days of receiving it. Following 
discussion your employer can approve or refuse the request, but must give you a written decision within 14 days. A written approval must 
include certain details e.g. the type of training, whether it will be paid for. A written refusal must provide a right of appeal and state any 
statutory reasons for refusal, e.g. it will not improve your effectiveness. 


It may be wise to ask a solicitor to review your draft application or comment on any decision.

Restoration work complete 
after six years of hard work

A STRETCH of the Montgomery Canal which 
has been derelict since 1935 has been re¬ 
stored and is now ready to take boats again. 

The 450-metre length of the canal from Redwith 
Bridge to Pryces Bridge, near Llynclys, was refilled 
with water this week after six years of hard work by 
volunteers. 

Project manager Mike 
Friend from the Shropshire 
Union Canal Society said: 

“It has been a terrific feat of 
engineering and also phys¬ 
ical endurance by a volun¬ 
teer group. Work has taken 
place on the first Saturday 
and Sunday of each month 
over the last six years, and 
each session has been at¬ 
tended by an average of 22 
volunteers. 

“The significance of this 
added section is that it will 
advance the restoration of 
the next section of canal to 
Crickheath Wharf where 
boats will be able to turn 
round. The local economy 
will also benefit through an 
increase in tourism.” 

Water was let in grad¬ 
ually over four days and 
was the culmination of the 
£44,000 project. 

Mr Friend said: “The 
project has been a pioneer¬ 
ing exercise in that the 
canal has been lined with 
a revolutionary, high tech, 
geo-textile membrane to 


make it water tight, instead 
of the traditional puddled 
clay. 

“Work has included build¬ 
ing a towpath wall for the 
whole length and restoring 
the towpath. A 100 metre 
retaining wall also had to 
be built, and block paving 
placed over the complete 
surface of the high tech liner 
in the channel of the canal. 
The blocks were funded by 
our ‘barrow of boulders’ ap¬ 
peal.” 

Plans to restore the full 
length of the canal are 
still ongoing, and last year 
received a £160,000 de¬ 
velopment grant from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 

The canal runs for 33 
miles between England and 
Wales, and the project aims 
to fully restore the canal 
and bring boats back into 
the area for the first time in 
80 years.

BOSSES 

controversial gas drilling scheme say 
they hope an information day in St 
Martins has helped ease some of the 
fears about what they had planned. 

Dart Energy will shortly submit a plan¬ 
ning application to Shropshire Council to 
drill a coal bed methane (CBM) exploration 
well called Criftins 1 at a site at Dudleston. 

The purpose of the temporary well is to re¬ 
trieve samples of coal, sparking fears among en¬ 
vironmental campaigners that the process will 


eventually lead to the industrialisation of parts 
of Shropshire as the gas is extracted from un¬ 
derground. 

Dart bosses said yesterday the process would 
not use the controversial method of fracking to 
get to the potential underground energy supply. 

Peter Reilly, a spokesman for the firm, said 
the information day was important in allowing 
people to understand what the company was 
planning. 

He said: “We have had a steady interest from 
people coming in to see the information. 


People who have come have asked very in¬ 
teresting questions and we are as interested in 
what they are saying to us as we are interested in 
answering the questions they are putting to us. 

“People seem to have a good understanding of 
what this is about. 

“In fact we have had former miners from the 
area coming in with a huge knowledge and a 
deep personal interest in the process. 

“This is one side of the story and we would 
encourage people to do their research to make 
up their own minds.”

If you think you have 
an LPG leak at a cylinder or the associated 
pipework, call the LPG supplier so they can 
come and make the equipment safe.”

driver's 

charges 

dropped 

A MAN charged with en¬ 
dangering the safety of train 
passengers and crew follow¬ 
ing a crash in Mid Wales has 
been cleared. 

Tractor driver Ifan Gwyn 
Evans, 28, of Penyffordd, 
Llanfyllin, had pleaded not 
guilty at an earlier hearing 
but appeared at Mold Crown 
Court to set a new trial date 
on Monday. 

A trial was due to be held 
involving him and a co-de¬ 
fendant this week but it was 
taken out due to a lack of 
court time. 

But the Crown Prose¬ 
cution Service offered no 
evidence against Evans dur¬ 
ing the hearing and Judge 
Niclas Parry recorded a for¬ 
mal not guilty verdict. 

Co-defendant John Elwyn 
Roberts, 74, Oldford Rise, 
Welshpool, denied the same 
charge and he will stand 
trial at a date to be set in 
December. 

The crash between the 
passenger train and a trac¬ 
tor and trailer occurred at a 
farm crossing close to But- 
tington Hall in Buttington, 
just north of Welshpool, on 
July 16, 2013. 

The charge alleges that 
he endangered the safety 
of railway users following 
a crash between an Arriva 
Train Wales and the trailer, 
on the Birmingham to Aber¬ 
ystwyth service at Butting- 
ton.

Councillors concerned 
at critical school report

done about it. 

He said: “I find it a big 
shame that nobody was 
there from the education 
department. Why has it 
slipped to this?” 

Councillor Frank Hem- 
mings said part of the 
reason was that Estyn in¬ 
spectors were much tougher 
on schools. 

He said: “The way inspec¬ 
tions are done now is totally

different. It is a lot stricter. 
There may be a dip at the 
school but I don’t think 
everything is down to that.” 

Other councillors said the 
merger of the town’s infant 
and junior school to form 
the new look Ysgol Y Waun 
had had an impact on the 
report’s findings. 

The merger went through 
in 2012 although the school 
still operates from two sepa¬ 
rate sites, with the Estyn in¬ 
spectors visiting the school 
in February this year. 

Councillor Brian Col¬ 
ley suggested the school 
had lacked the experience 
needed for the amalgama¬ 
tion to have run success¬ 
fully. 

Councillor Jackie Allen 
said tight timescales were 
set for the amalgamation to 
be established through no 
fault of either school. 

She said: “We must some¬ 
how force a way through to 
put the schools together.”

Catalytic converter thefts 


DRIVERS of older diesel cars and Land 
Rover-type vehicles have been warned to be 
on the alert after a spate of catalytic con¬ 
verter thefts. 

Police in Oswestry have had five thefts 
reported in a few days and are asking driv¬ 
ers to take precautions. 

Community Support Officer Andy Neeves 
said: “We have a serious problem with cat¬ 
alytic converter thefts. They are targeting 
older diesel cars and four by fours. 

“We need people to be vigilant. Try to 


park in well-lit areas at night time and fit 
security lights to deter these people. 

“As scrap, catalytic converters can fetch 
between £200 and £300, and it doesn’t take 
them long to remove.” 

Two thefts have been reported out of 
town while three were in the Maserfield 
area. “It’s not a specific area they’re target¬ 
ting, it’s the type of car,” CSO Neeves said.

RISING levels of computer 
crime in Powys are to be 
tackled by a new specialist 
police unit. 

Dyfed-Powys Police’s new 
digital communications and 
cyber crime unit will be able 
to respond to rapidly chang¬ 
ing internet and associated 
technology threats. 

Detective Superintendent 
Aled Davies, from CID, said: 
“It is well documented that 
the changing digital envi¬ 
ronment has offered new 
opportunities for criminals 
to exploit. 

“It is essential that we 
combine force knowledge 
and investigative assets. 

“The unit, consisting of 
detectives, high tech foren¬ 
sic investigators, analysts

Election delay 
for health talks 

PUBLIC consultation over 
the radical shake-up of 
health services in Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales will 
not happen until after the 
general election, it has 
been confirmed.

Forget flowers to 
take a look at lichen 


LATE May and early June is surely THE 
time for flowers. 

Wild flower meadows and areas such as 
chalk and limestone grasslands are perhaps 
amongst the most precious wildlife assets 
that Britain possesses. 

The huge diversity of plant and insect species 
that they support are second to none in variety. 
The coming days will see the flowering of orchids, 
vetch, scabious, betony, thistles, bell flowers, sax¬ 
ifrage, bird’s foot-trefoil, milkwort, marjoram and 
oxeye daisy to name but a few. 

However I’m going to be focusing on a plant that 
provides us with colour all year round and what’s 
more, those colours are not just the monotonous 
ever-greens of pine or fir, but beautiful yellows, or¬ 
anges, blues and lime greens. I’m talking about li¬ 
chens.Lichens consist of two or more partners that 
live together symbiotically, with both of them ben¬ 
efiting from the alliance. One partner is a fungus. 
The other is either an alga (usually a green alga) 
or a cyanobacterium, which is sometimes called a 
blue-green alga although it is more closely related 
to bacteria than algae. 

Sunscreen 

The alga or cyanobacterium is able to use sun¬ 
light to produce essential nutrients by photosyn¬ 
thesis that feed both partners. The fungus creates 
a body, called a thallus, in which they both live. 
The fungus also produces chemical compounds that 
may act as sunscreen to protect the photosynthetic 
partner. 

There are about 30,000 species of lichen world¬ 
wide, and they come in a dazzling variety of shapes 
and colours. Some are almost invisible to the naked 
eye and grow as a crust on rocks, trees or soil. Oth¬ 
ers are called beard lichens and these can be bushy 
or trailing, sometimes growing up to three metres 
in length, and others are lobed and leaf-like. Col¬ 
ours range from dull grey-browns to brilliant yel¬ 
lows and bright orangey reds. 

So where can you find lichens? The answer, for 
once in these columns, is just about everywhere.

They cover 8 per cent of the land surface, including 
some of the most extreme environments on Earth. 
Lichens flourish on rocky coasts and mountain 
summits, in icy Polar Regions and steamy tropical 
rainforests. Some prefer a single type of habitat 
such as limestone or sand dunes, while others are 
widespread and grow on different trees, soil and 
rocks. 

I’ve mentioned before how important the pres¬ 
ence of certain animals and plants are to the 
health of the entire ecosystem and how the greater 
or lesser number of such species can enable us to 
determine the health or degradation of a habitat. 
These are called biological indicators and one of the 
very best of those is lichen. They are very sensitive 
to air pollution and as a rule of thumb, the smaller 
the variety of lichens in an area, the more polluted 
it is. 

In the past, sulphur dioxide from coal burning 
and industry was the worst pollutant. It killed li¬ 
chens, so industrial areas with high levels of sul¬ 
phur dioxide became lichen deserts. Levels have 
now dropped thanks to clean air laws and lichens 
are re-colonising those areas. 

Lichens recycle nutrients used by other plants 
and provide homes for spiders, mites, lice and other 
insects. Humans extract the most incredible range 
of dyes and also eat some, while drug companies 
use lichens to make antibiotics or sunscreen. So 
lichens just go to show that you can find colour, 
splendour and intrigue on the backside of a rock.

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic 
Hospital has put a stop to 
hospital-acquired bacterial 
infections, according to a 
report. 

The hospital reported 
that there had been no 
cases of C. Difficile, a type of 
bacterial infection that can 
affect the digestive system, 
during April and there had 
been no hospital-acquired 
cases of the MRSA superbug 
since 2006. 

As a result new targets 
have been set of continuing 
to have no occurrences of ei¬ 
ther infection. 

But the report, compiled 
by the hospital’s marketing 
manager Katrina Morphet, 
did reveal that the hospital 
received eight complaints 
during the month relating 
to appointments and wait¬ 
ing times, cancellation of 
surgery, diagnosis, clinical 
care and anaesthetic. 

And there had been 11 
cases of medication errors 
during April, which could 
include the wrong dosage 
being given or the wrong 
medication being given. 

Mrs Morphet said:“How¬ 
ever, during April, 74 
written compliments were 
received relating to all as¬ 
pects of patient care.”

Players soon learned to 
cope with pitch's slope 


A LITTLE while ago Eric Barrow of Trefonen 
told us some of his memories of playing on 
the Oswestry area footballing scene 60 years 
and more ago. 

This week we continue his story, including his 
days playing in the borderlands. His picture shows 
Llanymynech Football Club, from around the 1954 


to oo season. 

He identifies the players 
as, back, Roy Jones, Art 
Lewis (“he was a profes¬ 
sional boxer”), Malcolm 
Holmes (“goalkeeper, 
he was an auctioneer in 
Oswestry with Norman R. 
Lloyd afterwards”), Wal¬ 
ter Pugh, Gerald Skelton 
(captain), and E. Edwards. 
Front: Lance Pugh, Curly 
Rogers (“he was only 16, 
that was the first match 
he played for us. He was a 
very good player who played 
for Oswestry Reserves and 
Oswestry Town later on”), 
Sid Conde (“he was a police¬ 
man from Weston Rhyn”), 
Clive Wilson, and Eric Bar- 
row himself. 

Eric, who used to live in 
Willow Street, Oswestry, 
and was born in 1928, said: 
“I had played for Llanymy¬ 
nech straight after the war 
when the league restarted, 
and went back there in 1954 
in the Oswestry League. 
CAD Nesscliffe had a team 
in the league - Duncan Ed-

wards and Bobby Charlton 
were at Nesscliffe but didn’t 
play - and we played against 
them and beat them 8-2. I 
scored four goals.” 

The football ground was 
in Station Road, Llany¬ 
mynech, and the sloping 
ground meant strikers 
needed a special technique. 

“If you wanted to get the 
ball under the bar you had 
to shoot for the bottom cor¬ 
ner, and then you’d have 
a chance of it going in. If 
you shot for the top corner 
it would go over the top 
because the ground was 
sloping down. On the day 
I scored four goals I was 
going down the field again 
and would have scored again 
but for Clive Wilson calling 
‘Eric, Eric, give me the ball.’ 
I gave him the ball and he 
shot it over the bar. I would 
have scored blinking five if 
it was not for him.”

College exhibition to 
remember war heroes

COLLEGE students have 
been remembering local he¬ 
roes with an exhibition to 
commemorate the centenary 
of World War I. 

The libraries of Walford and 
North Shropshire College have 
planned out a programme of exhi¬ 
bitions during the academic year, 
with the latest featuring displays 
about the war.

When Volvo gave the S80 an 
update it really didn’t go far 
enough. 

When you buy a Volvo you expect to 
get a purposeful appearance, a strong 
engine, space and reliability-the S80 
could have offered lot more.
